She said that men and women were 


growing apart and failing to understand 
each other, because of the exaggeration 
of sex differeLCe; that in this country 
the majority of the average women were 
chosen for marriage, not because they 
would be good mothers or useful in do- 
ing their part in the world, but because 
of physical beauty and attractiveness, 
though the 
world was beginning to 


recognize woman, through the influence 
of democracy, as a human being on her 
own account. The Ibgical result must' 
be to giv» equality with mankind. 


Obligation* of Family Life 


'The future mother," she said, "must 


be trained to obedience in the largest 
sense, to the obligations of family life, 
the laws of nature affecting her own 
body and the laws of her country: to 
love to work and to recognize her ability 
in modern life. 


"Instead of this," declared Professor 


Smith, "we have few women who know 
the laws of their beings,' of women's 
primary function, and still fewer the 
laws of their country. 
Many women, 


think the charm of life lies in gettiug 
rid of work. I have no quarrel with the 
'woman who stays at home, but only 
with those who stay at home and do 
badly what they were made to dp. 
There must be a deeper and wider prep 
arntion of women for their duties of life. 
The average woman should go back and 
understand her primary functions in 
life."

tjie ecumenical convention of the atroc- 
hies Dieted upori uatives of the Ban- 
gala river basia are perfectly true, 
says the New York Sun. 
The facts 


have only recently become known in 
Europe. Tlie Kougo Free State gov- 
ernment at Brussels Las not yet had 
any official confirmation of these out- 
rages, but admits that the circumstan- 
tial reports now at hand unfortunately 
leave uo room for doubt that the 
crimes have occurred. 
It is only a 


few weeks since the government re- 
ceived a report from an agent who bad 
been instructed to visit this large dis- 
trict. 
He said he found the natives 


contented, living in comfort and desir- 
ous of keeping tlie friendship of tlie 
gtate authorities. 
The crimes againrft 


them Imye been committed since that 
time. 


Tlie first detailed news of the atroc- 


ttles came from a man named Lacrolx, 
an employee of one of the trading com- 
panies, who sent tue particulars, to tlie 
TSTleuwe Ciazet of" Antwerp. 
He told 


the horrible story in a most cold blood- 
ed manner. 
'Apparently he did not 


realize that wholesale murder anrl 
chopping off of hands were anything 
more than trivial inn tiers incidental 
to the occupancy of a barbarous doun- 
try. He told of carrying out his orders 
to massacre and maJm tbe people as he 
might narrate the most commonplace 
Incidents of collecting rubber In the 
forests. 
: 


One day in November last, wrote La- 


croix, he was ordered to take a party of 
armed blacks, who .were under his com- 
mand, and kill all tlie Inhabitants of a 
certain village. He stole. upon the 
peaceful settlement and faithfully car- 
ried out Ills work of ; clentli. Among 
tbe victims were 22 women and two In- 
fants, who were shot dead. Two wo- 
men who escaped to tl)? dyer leaped 
Into a canoe and poshed a way from tlie 
bank, but tliey were' pursued by the 
white 'man's brave subordinates and 
when overtaken were thrown into the 
river to become a prey to crocodiles.

cue immensity or the country ai3artue 
Impossibility as yet to extend the au- 
thority of the state completely over 
Its vast domain. The laws of the state 
theoretically protect nil the negroes 
not only from vmjust exaction, but also 
from assault upon their liberty, lives 
or property. Unfortunately, it lias been 
Impossible to extend tue full authority 
of the law over tlic country as rapidly 
as tbe advance of rubber gathering 
and traclo hns progressed. 


"In the face of the accusations," says 


Mr. Liebrechts, "that have now been 
brought against tbe agents of certain 
companies, we have determined to re- 
double tbe severity with which the 
law is enforced. 
We bave not .thus 


far been remiss In our duty. 
Every 


time It has been proved that a white 
man has committed a crime against 
a native he has been punished. Tlie 
government has done more than this. 
In the regions where tbe rubber is be- 
ing collected, posts of black soldiers, 
commanded by white officers, bave 
been established, and their special 
duty has been to prevent unjust ex- 
actions on the part of tlie whites. 
It 


seems, however, tbat, though tbe gov- 
ernment has acted with energy in its 
endeavor to protect all the natives, 
its military establishments have not 
been able to keep the entire rubber 
collecting 
region 
under 
perpetual 


guard. 


"The civilized world need not fear 


tbat the authors of these crimes will 
fail to receive their deserts. They will 
be taken before the court at Borua. If 
tbe facts, as related, are established 
against them, you may be sure that 
their fate Is sealed. The law will be 
enforced in all its rigor, the guilty will- 
be punished and he will be a very reck- 
less person who undertakes to follow 
the example of Lecrolx."
